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Council to vote on CPA referendum

City councilors are expected to 
vote Monday on whether the peo- 
ple will vote on the CPA. 


The council accepted a first 
reading on May 1 of a resolution 
to revoke its acceptance of the 
Community Preservation Act, 
and has scheduled its second and 
final vote for its meeting at 7 p.m. 
Monday, May 15, in the Doering 
School auditorium at 68 Main St., 
Agawam. 

Agawam adopted the CPA in 
2001, instituting a 1 percent sur- 
charge on property tax bills. The

money collected by the surcharge 
funds a separate account that can 
be used only for capital expenses 
— not annual operating budgets 
— falling under the categories of 
historical preservation, afford- 
able housing projects, open space 
acquisition or recreation. Of all 
the money collected, 10 percent 
each is reserved for historical, 
housing and open space; the re- 
maining 70 percent may be spent

According to documents pro- 
vided by the town’s CPA Commit- 
tee, the surcharge produced $5.51 
million in revenues from fiscal 
years 2003 to 2016. It also gained 
$2.94 million in matching pay- 
ments from the state. Those de- 
posits earned more than $504,000 
in interest in that period. 


Panel 
packs 
limits 
on solar 


Councilors recommend 
restricting large arrays 
to industrial areas only

The City Council's Legislative 
Subcommittee voted 3-1 on Tues- 
day to recommend that the pro- 
posed solar farm ordinance con- 
tinue to prohibit large-scale solar 
energy installations anywhere but 
industrial zones. 

The full council will continue 
its public hearing on the proposed 
ordinance at its May 15 meeting. 
The meeting will be in the audito- 
rium of Roberta Doering School, 
68 Main St., Agawam, at 7 p.m. It 
will require eight votes from the 
11-member council to pass. 

The council had been consid- 
ering a proposal by the Planning 
Board to modify the proposed 
zoning law to allow large solar 
farms in business or agricultural 
zones on a special permit basis. 
Agawams zoning laws currently 
do not make reference to solar 
energy installations. The pro- 
posed ordinance would not affect 
roof-mounted solar panels. 

Councilor Richard ‘Theroux, 
the chairman of the subcommit- 
tee, said allowing a special permit 
process would result in the law 
being enforced subjectively, rath-

Ford test drives to raise 36K 


Sarat Ford will hold a special test-drive 
event next Friday to raise money for the 
American Cancer Society's Relay for Life of 
Agawam. 

For each test drive at the Relay — up to 
300 test drives — Ford Motor Co. will do- 
nate $20 to the Relay. Test drives will take 
place Friday, May 19, at the annual Relay at 
Agawams School Street Park. 

The Ford test-drive program for charita- 
ble organizations — Drive 4 UR Communi- 
ty — is a free event to be held between 6 and 
9:30 p.m. Test drives will start in the Corey 
Street parking lot near the park's pavilion. 
Jeff Sarat, the dealerships general manag- 
er, said the Drive 4 UR Community event 
was created in 2012 to help raise money for 
local community groups and nonprofit or- 
ganizations, such as the American Cancer 
Society.

The date and 
location of the Relay are printed on the rear 
doors. 

The SUV serves as a rolling billboard 
to advertise the Relay. Polley said the car 
has garnered much attention while driven 
around town or to various Relay fundrais- 
ers. She called the Drive 4 UR Community 
“an innovative and creative’ fundraiser. 

“Many people say they want to do some- 
thing to support our Relay, but can't par- 
ticipate at the event. Test driving a Ford 
for just 10 minutes at the Relay can make 
a powerful difference in our fight against 
cancer and contribute to a successful Re- 
lay, she added. 

Sarat said test drives of new Fords — 
including the Focus, Mustang, Escape and 
F-150 models — can help the Relay reach 
its goal of raising $60,000.

been located for nearly 90 years. “My grand- 
father, John Sarat Sr., opened a Ford dealer- 
ship in 1929 near our present location on 
Springfield Street, and we have continued 
to expand in Agawam on Springfield Street 
over the years. We have deep roots in our 
community. 

Sarat said the Relay for Life of Agawam, 
now in its sixth year, is an important event 
for people in communities served by his 
dealership. Sarat has also organized a team 
comprised of dealership employees and 
customers, as well as family members. 

Relay for Life of Agawam kicks off at 6 
p.m. Friday, May 19, and runs until noon 
Saturday, May 20.

Karen Sarat lost her battle with cancer 
in 2003, but her family remains dedicated 
to honoring her memory by raising money 
to help others who have cancer.

People should judge 
CPA’s pros, cons 


verything theyre saying about the CPA is true. 
Both the city councilors who want to “re- 


voke” the town's adoption of the Community 
Preservation Act, and the CPA supporters who want 
to retain it, are right. Each side has its own facts — 
and each side is right. 

Fact: The CPA is a tax. There's no getting around 
this one. It’s a 1 percent surcharge on property taxes 
deposited in a special fund separate from the town 
budget; if the council and the voters choose to get rid 
of the CPA, homeowners and business owners tax 
bills will go down by about 1 percent. Its axiomatic 
that all of us “could use the money. But the real ques- 
tion is, Does the CPA deliver value for its tax expense? 
School Street Park, the preservation of Agawam’s most 
historical properties, the promise of housing help to 
come — none of this happens without the CPA. Get- 
ting rid of the CPA means a small tax break to the in- 
dividual resident but a large loss for the community 
as a whole. 

Fact: The CPA takes in more than just taxes. As 
CPA Committee members are quick to point out, as of 
fiscal 2016 the fund had collected $5.5 million in taxes 
— but almost $9 million in total. That includes state 
matching funds and interest earned on CPA deposits. 
Getting rid of the CPA means shutting off a substantial 
supply of “free” money. 

Fact: State support for the CPA is dwindling. Here 
the opponents of the CPA are also right. The match- 
ing payments come from the tax on land deed record- 
ings. Over the years, more towns have adopted CPA, 
and a slowing housing market has meant fewer deed 
transfers, leaving a smaller pie to be divided into more 
slices. True, some lawmakers are looking for ways to 
increase the match and stabilize it. Regardless of what 
percentage Agawam receives, however, getting rid of 
the CPA still means turning down the revenues from 
taxes that will be collected anyway — and collected 
on Agawam deeds, too. 

Fact: Agawam voted in favor of the CPA 15 years 
ago, and no town in Massachusetts has ever revoked 
a CPA vote. The reasons are pretty simple. When the 
CPA was new and fewer towns had adopted it, the 
state match — almost 1:1 — made the slight tax in- 
crease easy to stomach. Even as the match has dimin- 
ished, though, towns across Massachusetts continue 
to stay in the program — and new towns continue to 
join — because it makes it much easier to plan for his- 
torical preservation projects, open space acquisition, 
new parks and fields, town housing upgrades and 
affordable housing projects. Getting rid of the CPA 
would force the town to take out bonds, and pay in- 
terest, for these capital projects. 

And yet ... 

Fact: Voters have been asking to see CPA back on 
the ballot for a decade, including a massive petition 
effort that the City Council ignored and several state- 
ments of support by council candidates — some of 
whom sit on the council today — during the 2013 and 
2015 campaigns. The fundamental principle of Amer- 
ican government is the right of the people to effect 
changes in policy, particularly on matters of taxation. 
Proponents of a referendum say they were promised 
the matter would be revisited five years after the CPA 
was adopted; regardless of whether this promise was 
made, it’s clear a substantial number of Agawam citi- 
zens now want to vote. 

All the other facts point to keeping the CPA, and 
that’s what voters should do when they head to the 
polls in November. The City Council should vote to 
put revocation on the ballot, and the people should 
exercise the good judgment to vote “No.” 

Getting rid of the CPA is a bad idea. But so is deny- 
ing Agawam voters their voice.

Solar advocates meet closed minds on council 


I appreciate your coverage on the solar 
park zoning ordinance for Agawam. While 
I understand the need for the council to 
seek information, legal and otherwise, in 
order to make a decision that is right for 
Agawam, some of the comments from 
councilors during the May 1 public hear- 
ing suggest that the information may fall to 
closed minds. 

As a response to a resident's comments 
about thinking globally and acting locally, 
one councilor seemed to dismiss the “glob- 
al warming thing.’ The data shows that the 
Earth's atmosphere is warming. The reason 
for this can be argued, but not the fact. The 
councilors comment about turning Aga- 
wam into “solar park city” seemed extreme. 
Looking at the results of lack of zoning in 
the town, a solar park could be viewed as a 
visual improvement. 

Another councilor commented that his 
interests in zoning are to protect Agawam's 
citizens. There are many layers of protec- 


tion to consider. A commitment to pro- 
ducing cleaner, sustainable solar energy to 
meet our electricity needs provides protec- 
tion for Agawam and the entire planet. 

The present ordinance permits solar 
parks on industrial sites and restricts agri- 
cultural land. The irony here is agricultur- 
al lands have been a natural solar park for 
centuries. The sun's energy is absorbed by 
the plants, which facilitates the process of 
photosynthesis, so that we have food. Solar 
cells absorb the same solar energy so that 
we have electricity. And while photosyn- 
thesis releases oxygen as a result, solar cells 
reduce emissions of carbon dioxide. 

Thinking globally, acting locally is not 
an option anymore. It is a necessity, if Aga- 
wam is going to meet the energy needs of 
its residents.

Council should let taxpayers vote on CPA 


On May 15, 2017, the City Council will 
vote on TR-2017-22, A Resolution to Re- 
voke Acceptance of Massachusetts General 
Laws Chapter 44B, the Community Preser- 
vation Act.

As a result, the 
voters lost their democratic right to vote 
on the act. 

Its time the council members vote to 
put this resolution on the November 2017 
ballot to give the taxpayers their right to 
vote on the issue, and the council members 
can go and express their personal feelings 
at the ballot box like all other taxpayers.

Wait for court decision before re-zoning for solar 


Editors note: The following is an excerpt 
from a letter sent by Michael Pill to the Aga- 
wam City Council on May 1. Pill is an at- 
torney representing several residents of the 
Kosak Court neighborhood opposed to an 
Eversource solar field project. 


Please don't be stampeded into zoning 
amendments that sacrifice agricultural 
land for fear Eversource will sue the city. 
Agawam residents already have sued Ever- 
source and the city to uphold the existing 
zoning ordinance. A court ruling is needed 
for guidance. 

The city is currently besieged by a gag- 
gle of lawyers, each one speculating about 
the best way to deal with zoning issues that 
have not yet been decided by any court of 
law. The truth is no one can predict for sure 
what a court will do. The outcome of litiga- 
tion is always uncertain. 

Rather than racing to adopt zoning 


amendments based on legal speculation, it 
makes more sense to place the issue before 
a court, obtain a ruling, and proceed from 
there based on that binding judicial guid- 
ance. That is precisely what my clients (res- 
idents of Kosak Court) are doing, at their 
own expense. 

We have filed suit in the Massachusetts 
Land Court: Carroll Pinette (and others) vs. 
Eversource Energy and Town of Agawam. 
I believe the land court will rule that you 
are not required to allow massive indus- 
trial solar generating plants on Agawam's 
remaining farmland, which is protected by 
state constitutional, legislative and judicial 
public policy stronger than that for solar 
projects.

By the CPA Committee 
T he Community Preservation Act has been 


an enormous boon to Agawam since its 
introduction 14 years ago, and we believe 
attempts to revoke it are unwise and shortsighted. 

In 2001, Agawam residents voted to adopt the 
Community Preservation Act as a direct and last- 
ing tool to aid in the protection and preservation 
of our town's character. Since its adoption, CPA 
money has been used to improve recreational fa- 
cilities, preserve historic sites and open space, and 
also provide affordable housing. 

Property taxes traditionally fund the day-to- 
day operating needs of safety, health, schools, 
roads, maintenance and more, but until CPA was 
enacted there was no steady funding source for 
preserving and improving our community's char- 
acter and quality of life. 

Over the years, the all-volunteer Communi- 
ty Preservation Act Committee has carefully re- 
viewed requests for funding, putting forward for 
approval an impressive list of projects. Residents 
have supported these projects every year because 
the projects make a difference in our lives and in 
disposition of our town, including creating the ex- 
tremely popular School Street Park, ADA improve- 
ments at school playgrounds, creating a pickleball 
court at Borgatti Park, rehabilitation of senior 
housing at Country View and Danahy School- 
house, outdoor classrooms at both Agawam High 
School and Agawam Junior High School, preserv- 
ing and stabilizing the historic School Street Barn 
and Thomas Smith House, and also providing lo- 
cal matching funds to preserve the Sloane Farm 
on Barry Street, saving an 82-acre farm from de- 
velopment. And that's barely the half of it.

zoning bylaws. In order to implement 
the Housing Plan, 60 affordable units must be de- 
veloped every year for five years to meet the 0.5 
percent “safe harbor” requirement of Chapter 40B 
(and an additional five years of 60 units is needed 
to meet the full 10 percent requirements of 40B). 
Chapter 40B is the state law which states that 
if the town has less than 10 percent affordable 
housing, a developer can apply to bypass all of 


its value as ‘best tool’ 


We have done wonders, so much so that it is 
impossible to see the Community Preservation 
Act as anything but an unqualified success. So 
why end it? 

Why indeed? Yet that is the essence of TR- 
2017-23, A Resolution to Revoke Acceptance of 
the Community Preservation Act, which is spon- 
sored by city councilors George Bitzas, Cecilia Cal- 
abrese, Paul Cavallo, Anthony Suffriti and Richard 
Theroux. A positive vote of the City Council on 
May 15 would revoke acceptance of the Com- 
munity Preservation Act and would require the 
question be placed before the voters at the next 
election. Revocation, of course, would effectively 
destroy the single best tool we have to protect and 
preserve Agawam. 

Proponents of TR-2017-23 cite the potential 
for reducing the tax burden in these harsh eco- 
nomic times, and that seems a worthy goal. But is 
the reduction worth it when measured against the 
true cost of CPA? 

Consider these numbers: This year the median 
CPA surcharge is about $34 per household, and 
substantially less for those seniors and low-in- 
come homeowners who qualify for exemptions. 
For most of us, this annual surcharge amounts 
to pennies a week. In the past 13 years that in- 
vestment has brought in nearly $3 million from 
the state in matching funds to Agawam. While 
some people argue the state match has declined 
over the years due to more communities adopt- 
ing CPA, it still remains the biggest bargain in the 
state. Legislation is also pending that would stabi- 
lize the annual CPA match for communities, guar- 
anteeing a minimum of a 75 percent match each 
year. This legislation has bipartisan support —

the town’s zoning bylaws (Agawam has less than 
4 percent affordable housing). Many communities 
in Massachusetts have used CPA funds to increase 
their affordable housing under their zoning by- 
laws to meet their housing needs. 

Is 40B bad? No, but if you have a housing plan, 
a developer can make it a friendly 40B that meets 
the town of Agawams zoning bylaws. Agawam's 
CPA funds can be used to do this; otherwise, with- 
out CPA, the town will have to fund this plan with- 
in the town budget. Can the CPA fund the Housing 
Plan completely? The answer is no, but it can be 
used to help obtain grants to do projects. 

I will tell you that the surcharge match for 2017 
is only 15 percent, the lowest in years, but there 
is House Bill 2615, An Act to Sustain Community 
Preservation Revenue, to increase the matching 
funds, which is what the mayor and the town 
council should be supporting. Neither of our two 
representatives in Boston has signed on to this 
bill. 

Democracy works, but only if its citizens are 
fully informed.

Democratic and Republican legislators alike see 
the value of CPA to Massachusetts communities. 

In addition to the state matching funds re- 
ceived, CPA has leveraged nearly $1 million more 
from other sources — state and federal grants and 
private contributions. Were TR-2017-23 to win ap- 
proval, that kind of additional money would evap- 
orate and instead flow to the surrounding com- 
munities that already have adopted CPA or are 
just now adopting it, like Springfield and Holyoke. 

Number-crunching aside, there is the bigger 
picture, the reason why Agawam voters were one 
of the first communities in the state to take the 
lead in adopting the CPA in 2001. They wanted 
to keep as much as they could of what they had 
— the woods, the farms, the parks, the sense that 
Agawam is not “Anywhere, U.S.A,’ that it is special 
because it retains some of natures wonder and al- 
lows us to still take the road less traveled by. 

But there is plenty of land still to develop and 
perhaps a few more acres that we can save from 
the bulldozer's blade. The fight to keep the term 
“rural charm” a part of Agawam goes on. To wage 
that fight we will need to keep the CPA intact, and 
that means a “no” vote on TR-2017-23. We, the 
Community Preservation Act Committee, urge 
residents to do your part and contact your city 
councilors and ask for their support by voting 
against this shortsighted effort.

B that I participated in while growing 

up. Three activities took place when 
a field was not available for 


then, with the tip of your thumb, propel the 
marble in the direction you wanted it to go. 
Each of us developed certain skills and the 
games were always a lot of fun. 





baseball, or the weather was not 
right, or we did not have enough 
boys for a game. 

The first game was spinning 
tops. The top was pear-shaped 
and had a steel point. You would 
wrap a string around the top 
and hold the top in the flat of 
your hand; release it downward 
while holding onto the end of 
the string. The top would land 
point-down and the string gave 
it a spinning motion. 

The skill was in having the top stay in 
the circle where it landed. Another game 
with the top was to set up five squares in 
a random fashion and have the top move 
from square to square. This was done by 
the way one would wrap the string around 
the top. It took some time to practice how 
this was done. Tops was a game that could 
be done with one, two, three or four people. 
Tops were inexpensive and came in many 
sizes. 

The second game that was quite pop- 
ular was marbles. A marble was a round 
piece of glass, usually many colors, howev- 
er there were also single-colored marbles. 
Sizes varied and most young people would 
have a string bag full of marbles. The game 
I was most often involved in was to draw a 
circle. The players were around the circle. 
Each player would place four or five “sol- 
diers” in the circle. These were just ordinary 
marbles. Then each player would bring out 
their “shooter. This was a marble (usually 
small) that seemed indestructible. The in- 
tent of the game was to use your “shooter” 
to knock your opponent's soldiers out of 
the circle. 

A typical method of shooting a marble 
was to place the marble on your second 
and third finger, pull your thumb back and 
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. Federal poverty 38. I (German) 
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The one time that I remember 
any displeasure was the time 
that one boy brought a ball 
bearing to the game to use as a 
shooter. Everyone at the game 
just picked up their marbles and 
moved to the other end of the 
sandlot, telling the ball bearing 
guy that he was not welcome. 

The third activity had to do 
with baseball cards. All of us 
have memories that we should 
have saved all those old baseball 
cards and we would all have bushel baskets 
of money now. But as happened to me and 
my pals, we matured, the cards were left 
behind and eventually were thrown out 
with mother memories. 

The game with cards had to do with 
pitching them against a brick wall. The 
cards came usually in packs of gum and 
were current baseball players in the “Big 
Leagues. Four or five of us would line up 
and pitch the cards to get as close to the 
wall as we could. When we pitched a “lean- 
er, acard that would be upright against the 
wall, it would be a certain winner. Some 
games we would win and others we would 
lose. The cards cost nothing; they were part 
of the cost of the gum and we did not know 
how valuable they would be. 

As the spring turned into summer, 
swimming and water sports took over, and 
from time to time we would get back to 
baseball, tops, marbles and the cards. Tele- 
vision and the handheld computer games 
had not yet arrived. They were a couple of 
generations future.

Town has a lot to lose if CPA is defeated 


The City Council is proposing a resolu- 
tion to place the Community Preservation 
Act on the ballot for the citizens of Aga- 
wam to vote on. 

I remember a few years ago when citi- 
zens signed a petition to place the CPA on 
the ballot and, due to procedural problems, 
it was not allowed. At the time, it raised 
many comments about going against the 
will of the public not to have it on the bal- 
lot.

Friends welcome Gloss as supervisor at Robinson Park 


The Friends of Robinson State Park re- 
cently welcomed Andrew Gloss to his new 
position as the full-time, year-round super- 
visor at the state park in Feeding Hills. 

Gloss has been the park supervisor for 
Hampton Ponds State Park in Westfield 
and comes to Robinson with many years of 
experience. He replaces Joseph Sarkis, who 
accepted early retirement at the end of last 
year. 

In a recent newsletter, the Friends group 
said it was “extremely pleased” to welcome 
Gloss, particularly after speculation that 
the position, vacant since January, would 
remain unfilled. 

“We were concerned that because of 
DCR budget difficulties, we might not have 
a full-time supervisor to replace Joe, the vol- 
unteer group said.

er than having one standard for appropri- 
ateness throughout the entire community. 
Councilors said they want to prevent large 
solar farms from being placed on proper- 
ty that abuts residences. Theroux said that 
business and agricultural property often 
abuts residential properties in Agawam. 

Regardless of what action the council 
takes Monday, a new solar ordinance will 
come too late to prevent two large-scale 
solar fields on land owned by Eversource 
in Feeding Hills. The Planning Board gave 
the power company site plan approval for 
the projects — a six-acre solar farm on 
South Westfield Street near the state line, 
and a 20-acre installation on property 
that touches South West Street and Kosak 
Court — last month. 

Neighbors of Kosak Court have spoken 
against the project at several Planning 
Board and City Council meetings. They 
have also filed a lawsuit claiming that so- 
lar energy facilities are an industrial use, 
and should not be permitted in agricultur- 
al zones under the current zoning laws in 
Agawam. 

Councilor Anthony Suffriti suggested a 
special permit process with conditions that 
would allow it on agricultural land as long 
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degree in park and natural resource man- 
agement and has worked at the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Conservation and 
Recreation since 1998. He held positions 
as a summer worker followed by seasonal 
laborer, seasonal supervisor, full-time rec- 
reational facility repairer, and full-time su- 
pervisor.

as it is set back from residential properties. 
Doreen Prouty, chairman of the Zoning 
Board of Appeals, said she had no issue 
with the Eversource projects, one of which 
she abuts, as long as there are visual buffers 
to prevent her from seeing the panels. 

The rest of the language in the ordi- 
nance outlines landscaping and other re- 
quirements for a solar farm. 

Theroux suggested the subcommittee 
should mull over the changes before it 
makes a final recommendation to the full 
council. 

Council President James Cichetti has 
criticized the current zoning ordinances, 
saying the language is too ambiguous and 
needs to be cleaned up and modernized to 
eliminate loopholes. 

Councilors also debated whether to in- 
clude a limit on the number of solar farms, 
but Associate Town Solicitor Stephen Buon- 
iconti said he was unsure if that would be 
legal. ‘There is currently a court challenge 
to one town that attempted to restrict the 
number of solar farms, Buoniconti said. 

The proposed ordinance has been 
looked at and edited by Buoniconti and by 
Benjamin Coyle, a lawyer with the Spring- 
field firm Bacon Wilson PC who has ad- 
vised several towns on solar farm zoning.

City Councilor George Bitzas, who is 
sponsoring the resolution, said it’s time to 
re-examine the CPA as the state match has 
dwindled over the years, from 96 percent 
in 2004 to lower than 20 percent this year. 
Furthermore, he said, voters were prom- 
ised, back in 2001, that they would have a 
chance to revisit the program after it had 
been in place five years; no followup vote 
was ever taken. He said his constituents 
have asked him to let them vote on the CPA. 

In comments at the council meeting 
May 1, Agawam resident Corinne Wing- 
ard listed the several projects the CPA has 
funded in town in its nearly 15-year history 
and said every child who has played at the 
parks and athletic fields funded by CPA, 
every student who has used the nature 
learning centers at Agawam schools, every 
Housing Authority resident whose building 
was upgraded with CPA funds, would ask 
councilors not to expose the program to 
potential repeal. 

“I would be interested to know just how 
many Agawam residents have requested 
putting the CPA on the ballot; Wingard 
said. 

Though most of the proponents said 
their intention is simply to put the matter 
before voters, and they are not taking a 
stance against the CPA, the wording of the 
City Council’s resolution is that the council 
would “revoke” its approval of the CPA in 
2001. 

“You are not simply putting it on the 
ballot for people to decide, Wingard said. 
“You are voting for the CPA to end.’ 

Bitzas responded this week by citing a 


memorandum from the towns Law De- 
partment stating that voting to “revoke” 
the CPA was the only proper way to trigger 
the referendum. 

“There is no other way to allow the peo- 
ple the right to vote,’ he said. “What are we 
afraid of? Let the people vote. 

Councilor Anthony Suffriti, one of the 
cosponsors of the CPA referendum res- 
olution, said at the May 1 meeting that 
Agawam High Schools new “college-level” 
sports fields complex, which was partially 
funded by the CPA, is “something for the 
town to be proud of?’ 

Councilor Gina Letellier, who is not one 
of the cosponsors, noted that matching 
payments for CPA communities are fund- 
ed by a statewide registration fee for land 
deed transfers. If Agawam were to repeal 
the CPA in town, she noted, the state would 
continue collecting deed fees from Aga- 
wam homebuyers, but none of that money 
would come back to town. 

If the council passes the CPA resolution 
on Monday, the town election ballot in No- 
vember would have a referendum question. 
A “yes” majority of Agawam voters would 
end the tax surcharge and state matching 
payments, although the CPA Committee 
would remain in place to spend the current 
balance of more than $1.7 million. A “no” 
vote would make no change to the pro- 
gram. 

According to Jennifer Bonfiglio, the 
town’s CPA administrator, no town in Mas- 
sachusetts has ever adopted the CPA pro- 
gram and then voted to withdraw from it.

State Sen. Don Humason joined a unan- 
imous Senate last week in approving a $200 
million road repair bill, which will direct 
funds to cities and towns across the state. 
Gov. Charlie Baker on May 4 signed the bill, 
which will provide $809,444 in Chapter 90 
state aid to Agawam. 

“With the good weather weve all been 
waiting for also come the realities of the 
wear and tear that winter weather takes 
on our roads, said Humason. “This annu- 
al funding is essential for municipalities 
when it comes to repairing weather-worn 
roads and aging bridges. I was happy to 
approve the bill, so the Governor can act 
quickly to get the money to our cities and 
towns. 

The annual authorization of funds for 
the Chapter 90 program provides reim- 
bursements to cities and towns for costs 
associated with local road and bridge proj- 
ects. 

Humason served on the six-member 
Conference Committee that was tasked 
with negotiating compromise legislation 
between the House and Senate versions of 
the bill. He serves as the ranking Senate Re- 
publican on both the Joint Committee on 
Transportation and the Senate Commit- 
tee on Bonding, Capital Expenditures, and 
State Assets.

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what he called the “happy” paintings. 
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on by William Clark, who ran an unsuccess- 
ful write-in campaign for mayor in 2015. 
When he asked how many of the two-dozen 
or so attendees were considering a run for 
office, nobody except a couple incumbent 
councilors raised a hand. 

If three or more candidates run for may- 
or, Agawam will hold a preliminary election 
on Oct. 10 to narrow the field down to two. 
The same goes for the City Council, if there 
are more than 22 candidates for the 11 
seats on the ballot, and School Committee, 
if there are more than 12 candidates for the 
six seats. 

As of mid-afternoon on Tuesday, sev- 
eral City Council incumbents had taken 
out re-election papers, including George 
Bitzas, Cecelia Calabrese, Paul Cavallo, 
Robert Rossi and Anthony Suffriti. Chal- 
lengers taking out papers to run for council 
included Billy Chester, William Clark and 
Ernest Lombardi. 

Two candidates had also taken out 
nomination papers for School Committee 
— Shelley Borgatti-Reed, a current mem- 
ber of the board, and Kerri O'Connor, who 
would be a challenger if nominated. 

According to Town Clerk Vincent Gios- 
cia, the nomination period runs through 
Aug. 24. In order to appear on the ballot, 
candidates must return their nomination 
petitions with certifiable signatures of at 
least 100 registered Agawam voters by that 
date. 

Nomination papers are available at the 
town clerk's office on the first floor of Town 
Hall, 36 Main St., Agawam. The clerk's office 
is open weekdays, 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. For 
more information, call 413-786-0400, ext. 
8215. 

At the May 4 Candidates Night, Cichetti 
told prospective candidates that they need 
to be scrupulous about reporting their 
campaign finances on official forms, but 
that otherwise, fundraising for a political 
run should be no more daunting than for 


any other cause. 

“If youve ever run a Jack and Jill or a stag 
party, it’s that simple, Cichetti said. 

He said candidates worried about the 
reporting requirements — those running 
for local boards must file regular reports 
of all revenues and expenses with the town 
clerk; those running for mayor must name 
a separate campaign treasurer and file re- 
ports with the state — should call the Bos- 
ton number of the Office of Campaign and 
Political Finance. He said the OCPF staff 
is “very helpful” and patient in explaining 
how to comply with the law. 

Stephen Roth and Corinne Wingard 
also spoke at the event, highlighting politi- 
cal issues on which they feel the candidates 
will have to take stands. Roth said those 
running for mayor or City Council should 
adopt a platform of business “sustainabil- 
ity’ — putting together an economic de- 
velopment plan for the town and working 
proactively with the business community 
to encourage growth. 

Wingard spoke about the history and 
value of the Community Preservation Act 
in Agawam, and identified affordable hous- 
ing as one of the thorniest issues facing po- 
litical candidates in 2017. Both Agawam’s 
housing needs assessment and the state's 
Chapter 40B law say Agawam needs more 
subsidized, low-income housing, but find- 
ing the funds and real estate to build those 
housing units will require political leader- 
ship. 

“It is a huge issue and it’s not simple, 
Wingard said of housing. “If it were simple, 
it would be done’ 

Agawam isnt alone, she noted; the need 
for affordable housing, on a statewide level, 
is the same today as it was in 2011. 

Bob Kaine Alves, who ran unsuccessful- 
ly for council in 2015, emceed the event. He, 
Roth and Wingard all said they do not plan 
to run for office this year.
